Rep. Paul G. Rogers, (D- 
Fla.), told the House yester- 
day that United States allies 
bought $182 million worth of 
goods last year from the 
Cuban regime of Premier 
Fidel Castro. 

“Ironically,” Rep. Rogers 
said, “most United States 
allies buy more goods from 
Castro than they sell to him, 
giving him ready markets 
from which to foster his 
regime.” 

He said Italy bought some 
$37 million in goods from 
Cuba during 1963, while sell- 
ing approximately $600,000 in 
return. 

Britain bought some $34.7 
million last year and sold 
$5.8 million, Rep. Rogers said. 
Japan bought $21.5 million 
and sold $2.3 million, he 
added.
